A conservative, intelligent 
citi- 
zen of Kauai has addressed a letter 
to 
the 
Board 
of 
Health 
which 
states the reasons why the laymen 
of that island, nnder 
the advice of 
the 
resident 
physicians, 
deter- 
mined to maintain a quarantine of 
twenty days on all 
persons arriv- 
ing from Honolulu. 
The principal 
reason given 
is, that during the 
cholera season of '92 in the United 
States, the President of that 
conn-tr- y 
ordered, 
under 
the 
advice of 
physicians, 
that the 
quarantine 
against 
cholera 
should 
continue 
for twety 
days, 
and that this 
precedent was quite 
sufficient 
to 
justify a quarantine 
on Kauai for 
the same length of time. 
The 
peoole 
of Kauai 
felt, he 
says, that in case the disease broke 
out on that island it would be very 
difficult to cope with it, for many 
reasons which he states at length. 
There has been no desiie to inter- 
fere 
with 
the 
authority 
of 
the 
Board 
of Health, 
or obstruct the 
freedom 
of travel, 
but 
that the 
safety of the 
people was 
the first 
concern, and there was no better 
or stronger 
precedent 
than that 
established by the President of the 
United States. 
There has been no 
feeling of disloyalty to the 
Govern--me- 
nt 
On the contrary, what th'S 
Government 
has 
done 
has been 
heartily approved of and apprecia- 
ted by thinking people, who know 
the arduous 
duties 
imposed on it 
by the terrible disease. 
As the people of Kauai, as well 
as those of the other islands, enter- 
tain the same views regarding the 
proper or necessary length of quar- 
antine, the physicians of the Board 
of Health have furnished 
the fol- 
lowing 
statement 
regarding 
the 
proper length cf time for that pur- 
pose: 
Mb. "WniiAir 0. Smith, President of 
the Board of Health. 
Sra: The efficiency of the measures 
adopted bj the Board cf Health for the 
prevention 
01 tne spread 01 cnoiera to 
uninfected parts of these islands has 
been questioned, 
especially the five-- 
day limit 01 quarantine, it is tne de- 
sire of the undersigned to substantiate 
by authority the valne of thess meas- 
ures and to prove their effectiveness 
in restricting the spread of the disease. 
In imposing conditions under which 


inter-iilan- d 
commerce coold be car- 
ried on with safety the Board wa3 gov- 
erned by the following considerations: 
Given 
I a clean, disinfected vessel, 
npon which there had been no sick- 
ness of a contagions rature; 
(2) a dis- 
infected ckw free from disease at the 
time of disinfection; 
(3 
the mainte 
nance of a strict quarantine of vessel 
and crew from the moment 
of disin- 
fection, 
thereby preventing 
farther 
exposure, that If, after the lapse of 
five days, no diarrheal trouble baa de- 
veloped, then it is reasonable 
to as- 
sume that there is no cholera onboard 
and that the ship and crew are clean. 
The question 
resolves itself, there 
fore, into determining the period of 
incubation within the human system. 
Is this period ever more than five 
days ? 
"We affirm that it Is not. We 
believe that if the cholera poison is 
taxen into tne nnman stomacn tnat 
in less than five days either the indi 
f 
vidnal will have overcome the poison j 
or the poison will have overcome the f 
indrvidiiaL 
The history of the 
pres--1 
ent epidemic emphasizes the truth of 
this assertion, bnt there is plenty of! 
medlcalanthoritvforii. 
Mr. William Squire, physician to the 
2forth .London Hospital for Diseass 
f 
2acBnSSSd0i& 
diseases, writes 
"Incubation In chol- - 
tzx lists from a few hours 
to fenr 
yj, x 
repom oi numerous com- - 
missions gfvefrora 
one to five days, 
within five days, before the third day 
and not later than the fourth day. 
Individnal cases often fall on the 2rc--

Mr. C Magnamars,snrzeon to West-- 
minster Abbey Eoepital, DimJon, the 
anther of an article on Asiatic cholera, 
writes . 
"Aison? persons predisfoul

The United States quarantine regu- 
lations issued in April, 1S94, contain 
the following: 
Article XI. 
Section 
IT. 
"The 
de- 
tention of vessels for cholera, yellow 
fever, 
small-po- x 
and typhus fever 
shall cover the period of lecubation of 
the disease, the time of detention to 
commence from the date or last ex- 
posure. 
Yellow fever, not lew than 
five days: typhus fever, not less than 
twenty 
days; 
small-po- x, 
except 
in 
cases of successful Taccinatiou, not less 
than fourteen days; cholera, not less 
than five days." 
Article IV. Detention 
of passengers 
on account of cholera. 
Section S. "In 
auy group in which cholera appears 
the tick will 
be 
immediately 
iso- 
lated in the hospital and the remain- 
ing persons in the group shail again 
undergo disinfection and be detained 
not less than five days thereafter." 
Sectiou 4. 
"After five days from the 
last exposure 
to infection, any group 
among which no choleraic disease has 
developed may be released from quar- 
antine after a final disinfection 
of 
clothing." 
It will be seen from the foregoing 
quotations, which can be multiplied. 
that the period of 4ncubation of chol 
era is never more than nve days, it 
is upon this fact that the Board of 
Health has acted in dealing with 
non-infect- 
vessels. 
Cholera has not de- 
veloped on board of any vessel placed 
in quarantine under the regulations of 
the Board of Health. 
Many of them 
have 
now been in quarantine from 
seventeen to twenty days, and we af- 
firm that they were as free from the 
disease at the end of the fifth day as 
they now are. It does not detract 
from this fact that the President of the 
United States in September, 
1S92, at a 
time of great public alarm, saw fit to 
use his discretionary powers and order 
the Secretary of the Treasury 
to im- 
pose 3n additional fifteen day quaran- 
tine on the cholera infected immigrant 
vessels at the port of New York. 
This 
order remained in force 
only a short 
time and in February and March, 1S93, 
Congress after due deliberation, record- 
ed its faith in the five-da- y 
quarantine, 
by enacting 
the present 
laws which 
have just been quoted. 
To insure cleanliness and freedom 
from the cholera poison, the vessels 
now in quarantine at Honolulu, 
were 
subjected to the following treatment: 
The hold, forecastle, crews' quarters, 
cabins and lazarette, 
were fumigated 
withsulphcr. Thedecks, 
deck-house- 
s, 
bulworks, closets and tenppers 
were 
flashed with an acid solntion of mer- 
curic bichloride, the crew bathed with 
a carbolic solntion, and donned clean 
laundried clothing. 
The'soiled 
cloth-ir- j 
was then fumigated with snlphnr. 
We realize the fact that 
If the disin- 
fection is imperfectly 
done, five days 
is not sufficient lime to insure safety, 
neither is twenty d3ys nor sixty days, 
for instances are on record where the 
poison has lived from one season to 
another.

From 300 to 400 people were 
busy spying out the places that 
needed 
disinfecting, 
and 
every 
nook and corner in the entire 
city 
was treated to a general 
overhaul- 
ing. 
On the whole, there was not 
much filth found, except in China- 
town, that portion being somewhat 
of a surprise 
to the parties, 
con- 
sidering 
the 
amount 
of rubbish 
that had been taken 
away during 
the beginning of the epidemic. 
In the infected 
districts 
great 
care was exercised, and everything 
suspicious and otherwise was treat- 
ed to a full dose of cleansing 
com 
pounds. 
Exteriors and interiors of 
the houses occupied by natives and 
others were thoroughly whitewash- 
ed. 
The occupants 
showed much 
concern in making the work effec- 
tive and lent unstinted 
aid in as- 
sisting the authorities and corp3 of 
workers. 
In 
some 
places there 
seemed to be a tardy 
spirit 
about 
cleaning up, but this fact was not 
allowed to interfere with the course 
pursued by the brigades. 
Some of 
the Chinese had to be coaxed into 
doing their duty, but most of them 
took hold and accomplished a great 
deal of hard work under the careful 
supervision of competent inspectors. 
Owing to the frequent showers, 
several 
people 
were 
backward 
about putting out their best clothes 
and household effects, 
but as the 
work is to be continued today, it is 
hoped those who failed to do so 
will carry out the work. 
A careful 
survey of the city Ehowed several 
hotels and 
places, that certainly 
needed attention 
in the matter of 
airing 
and sunning, failed to put 
out anything.

The Sanitary Committee and the

somewhat backward about putting 
out their silk goods, as the weather 
was too variable.

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The news that the plague had found 
its way 
to Honolulu 
created 
some 
consternation 
in ibis city from the 
tact 
of tbe proximity of Hawaii to 
this port says the 5. F. Examiner of 
September 
--d. 
Medical authorities 
contend 
that 
there 
is 
much 
more 
danger of the cholera being carried to 
Ban Francisco 
from Honolulu 
than 
from the Orient. 
In the voyage from 
Yokohama 
considerable cold weather 
is encountered, 
and cold 
weather 
is 
to be a strong check to the 
spread of the disease. 
Honolulu has not yet been declared 
an infected port, for the reason that 
the health authorities have received 
no official notice of the cholera being 
epidemic there. 
The Occidental and Oriental 
Com- 
pany, the charterers 
of the Belgic, 
have acknowledged 
to 
Quarantine 
Officer Chalmers 
that 
three 
dead 
bodies of Chinese were 
retained 
on 
the vessel and shipped back to China. 
The xtnpany claims that there was 
no intention on their part to conceal 
the ficts from the authorities. 
They 
lav the failure to report the cases to 
'Dr. K--J. 
Bowie, who was surgeon of 
tbevtssel on that trip. He reported the 
matter to the company, and bis diag- 
nosis was heart dease in one ca?e 
and acute 
pneumonia 
in the other 
two. 
J)r. Bowie has severed his con- 
nection with the line, and it is said, 
has returned to Hongkong, where he 
intends to practice. 
Tdomas F. Dunne of District Attor- 
ney Barnes 
office was a passencer on 
the las: trip of the Beigic from Yoko- 
hama to this port. In rpeaking of the 
retention of the bodies, Mr. Dunne 
said: 
"Tbe deaths 
occurred 
before 
we 
reached 
Honolulu, 
and I was 
sur- 
prised when I learned that the bodies 
were not going to be buried at sea. 
Those on board the vessel told me that 
the Occidental and Oiiental and Pa- 
cific JTail companies 
are under 
con- 
tract with the Chinese government to 
carry back to China all bodies of Chi- 
nese who die on any voyage. 
If a 
white man dies his "body 
is thrown 
into the sea. 
The companies, I under- 
stand, receive SoO for each body that 
Is returned to Coins. 
"We reached Honolulu at 8 o'clock 
on Accust Sin. 
Two hours later the 
City of"Peking arrived from San Fran- 
cisco en route to Japan and China. I 
thonzht that the bodies would 
be 
shipped back by her, but this was not. 
done, because me vessels oeiong to 
different companies. 
Tne Belgic was 
prepared 
for deaths, for she had on 
board six big coffins. 
The dead bodies 
were embalmed bv the ship's surgeon. 
"We had on board 650 Chinese for 
Honolulu. 
The greatest care was ex- 
ercised in the latter port by the quar- 
antine officials. 
Two of thera came 
aboard and examined all the men be- 
fore they were allowed to leave the 
vessel. "Then the coolies, instead 
of 
being taken ashore were landed on a 
small bland, where I was told they 
would have to remain fcf several days 
and underso a more risorons exami- 
nation. From a casual inspection I 
should say that the Chinese on the 
Belgic were pretty healthy specimens 
of manhood. 
The sanitation of the 
Belzic from a layman's point of view 
was" all that could be desired. 
The 
steerage where the Chinese lived was 
pretty well crowded, but there was 
alwavs lots of air in their quarters. 
"We had on that trip about Jifty Jap- 
anese, who were in a different part of 
the ship from the Chinese.' 
The Board 
of Kralth met Saturday 
. evening in the office of Dr. Fiugib-bo- n 
to consider what had best be done 
in view cf the news to the effect that 
there is cholera in Honolulu 
and in 
certain Japanese asd Chinese ports. 
It was decided, inasmuch as no official 
information has thus far been

ceived, that lie ports referred to could 
cot be declared infected, but that the 
Quarantine Officer be nried to exer- 
cise every possible precaution

Kindly allow me

Vigilance Committee." 
He states 
that Mr. Knndsen, 
the "patriarch 
of Kauai," 
had complied with the 
strict 
demands 
of 
the 
National 
Board of Health, 
been fumigated, 
etc, yet was refased permission 
to 
land. 
Briefly, the facts are these : Mr. 
Knudsen landed without one scrap 
of paper from the Board of Health 
stating that he Ind been in quar- 
antine at all, and we had only his 
bare assertion to that effect, which 
had no weight with the "Vigilance 
Committee. 
'Civis" utters a deliberate false- 
hood 
when he says the committee 
is 
for every mem- 
ber has his certificate of appoint- 
ment 
from the Board of Health. 
He also sugcests that no steamer 
be sent to Kauai for a month or 
two, thus proving pretty 
conclu- 
sively that he is either a fool or a 
knave 
perhaps both. 
We are loyal supporters of the 
Government, and thoroughly 
ap- 
preciate 
it3 
efforts, 
to stamp out 
the cholera ; but we don't propose 
to have 
passengers 
and 
freieht 
shipped 
down here after six days 
quarantine, 
when eighteen is the 
rule everywhere else 
even in Ho- 
nolulu, when applied to Chinese 
and Japanese. 
We are suffering 
for provisions, 
flour especially, and 
have taken 
such a decided stand, 
only after 
mature deliberation and by the ad- 
vice of all of our physicians, than 
whom 
none in the islands stand 
higher. 
I may also add that the action of 
the Board of Health 
in sending 
down the Chinese from the Belgic 
has made us more 
cautious than 
we would have been otherwise. 
We are exceedingly sorry for our 
Kauai friends who are "caught" in 
Honolulu, though 
some of them 
deserve what they are 
getting 
and sincerely 
hope that 
at" the 
meeting to 
be held today 
plans 
may be devised by 
which they 
may return to their homes.

We have been told very 
positively 
that "the incubation period is not over 
six days"; very dogmatically assured 
that after the disinfection

I think this is strong language

I Und that those 
qualified to speak are guarded in their

The student

QUARANTINE. 
By the conference of Constantino 
ple, 1S66, quarantine was fixed at ten 
d3ys, but vessels in which all sani- 
tary precautions 
had been taken, 
in- 
cluding inspection at the port of de- 
parture, and which carried a commis- 
sioned medical 
officer, 
had the time 
spent on the voyage as a part of the 
quarantine period. 
If the voyage ha'd 
lasted fifteen days or more the quar 
antine was reauceu to uve aays. 
At the conference of Vienna, 
1S74, 
it was decided that "rigid quarantines 
were leik to be feared in tneir econo- 
mic consequences than the evils con- 
sequent on the diffusion of epidemic 
cholera," that "we know quarantines 
prevent importation 
but they do not 
quarantine safety." 
The last confer- 
ence held iu Home formulated rules 
for international 
application, 
"in the 
measure indicated by science" which 
had by this time discovered the etiolo- 
gical factors of cholera. 
The following rules were adopted: 
"On arrival at European 
ports 
sus- 
pected vessels are to be considered 
en- 
titled to free protique only where in- 
spection in day time by the medical 
officer of the port revealed that all 
needful 
precautions 
had 
been 
taken 
before 
sailing 
and 
on 
the 
voyage, 
and 
that 
no 
case 
of 
a 
suspicious character bad occurred on 
board, and that ten days at least had 
been spent en route. 
If this period 
had not elapsed since leaving port, a 
detention 
of 
twenty-fo- ur 
hours was 
required 
for observation 
with disin 
fection of linen and other personal ef- 
fects. 
The period'of 
observation was 
limited to five days; but if no case of 
cholera had occurred on board for ten 
day3 the detention 
was reduced to 
twenty-fou- r 
hours. 
Vessels with pas- 
sengers for the ports of Egypt and the 
Red Sea should be inspected near the 
Straits of Babe el Mondab and again 
on arrival at destination. 
Vessels not 
carrying 
a medical officer on board 
should be subjected 
to two examina- 
tions. 
This conference Imposed a de- 
tention of twenty-fou- r 
hours in cases 
where the sea voyage from suspected 
ports bad lasted less than ten days, 
and a quarantine of from three to six 
days on suspected vessels from Medi- 
terranean 
ports, with no proposition 
looking to the system 
cf medical 
In- 
spection 
as 
an 
alternative."

America, with her usual progressive 
spirit, erred on the right side in 1S78, 
and went so far as to prohibit vessels 
carrying certain goods from Russian 
ports from landing at New York.

of course, was modified, 
the United States have a system of 
quarantine 
embracing 
what require- 
ments the country 
calls fcr, it is cau- 
tious, scientific 
and rigid. 
Like 
al- 
most every other American thing, it 
is an improvement 
on old couutry 
methods 
On September 
1, 1S92, the 
President issued a circular declaring a 
twenty days quarantine against all 
ships and from any port whatever. 
There was urgency and they met it, 
just as we have with far less rigid 
measures. 
March 
13, 
1593, Secretary 
Carlisle issued new regulations, 
con- 
taining seventeen 
articles, in regard 
to quarantine. 
Tney 
are 
valuable 
reading. 
Burroll, 
of 2sew York, says in 
Medical Record, July, '95: 
"In the 
first place, such an examination and 
preliminary 
quarantine as was prac- 
ticed during recent cholera epidemics 
was a defensive blow ceareit the seat 
evil.

Nothing short of a Presidential veto

the construction 
of a cable between 
the United 
States and the Hawaiian 
Islands 
This is one of the things 
de- 
termined 
upon 
by 
the Republican 
managers 
of 
the 
Fifty-four- th 
Con- 
gress, snd it is believed 
tuatit-wil- 
l 
prove a popular proceedins;. 
Had it 
not been for the antagonism 
of the 
Democratic House during the clo-in- g 
hours of the lat Congress 
provision 
would have beeu made in the bill car 
rying appropriations 
for the diplo- 
matic and consulr service for the ex- 
penditure 
of SoOOOOOas a beginning 
for this great work, the line to be con- 
structed and operated by the Govern- 
ment, 
The proposition carried in the 
Senate by a good 
working 
majority, 
and for a long time that body held out 
in conference 
against 
the 
refus-a- l 
of 
the House to acquiesce in the Senate 
amendment to the House bill provide 
ing for 
the 
appropriation 
of 
this 
money. 
This was not the first 
time this 
question 
had been agitated 
in 
Con- 
gress. 
In 1S91 Congrei-- s 
provided for 
a survey, with the direct object in 
view of building this cable connecting 
these islands with 
the United States. 
This survey was made, and an elabor- 
ate report made to Congress, and the 
Committee 
ou Appropriations 
report- 
ed a project for a subsidy 
amount- 
ing to 
Three Millions of Dollar 
To be given a company to build the 
cable. 
The proposition was defeated, 
because it was he'd that this private 
company would absorb the line and 
the Government 
wuld 
Jose control 
altogether, 
although 
it may 
have 
provided the funds for its construc- 
tion. 
The proposition 
submitted 
to the 
Senate Committee 
on Appropriations 
during the 
clo-- e 
of the last Congress 
and by that committee 
added to the 
diplomatic 
bill, sought 
to overcome 
the objections that had been previous- 
ly made. It provided that the Gov- 
ernment should build, own and oper- 
ate the cable. 
This carried in 
the 
Senate by a majority of 11 votes, and 
should it be reuewed in the next Con- 
gress the majority would be slightly in 
excess of that amount, 
for the friends 
of the cable have gained members and 
those opposed to it have lost. 
The 
votes taken from the affirmative side 
of the proposition 
are those of 
Sen- 
ator Butler, 
of South 
Carolina, 
and 
Higgius, of Delaware. 
On the other 
hand, the negatives 
have lost the 
votes of 
of New Jersey, 
Martin, of Kansas, 
and Camden, 
of 
"West Virginia, all of whom have been 
succeeded by men 
Favorable to the I'roject. 
They have also probably gained a 
vote in the person of 
Senator-elec- t 
Martin Butler, of North Carolina, who 
suweeds Banaom, 
for on the previous 
votes all the Populists voted with tbe 
Republicans 
to pass the cable 
appio-priatio- u. 
The other changes in the 
Senate are in individuals only and not 
parties, 
aud will, It is believed, make 
no change 
in the vote. 
In addition 
there are some Democrats 
who, un- 
der the changed condition 
of affairs, 
it is thought, 
will now support the 
cable appropriation,. although during 
the last Congre-- s 
they, for particular 
reasons, opposed it. 
Senator Gray, of Delaware, was the 
chief opponent of this appropriation, 
and probably voiced the stntiments of 
the Administration when be so vigor- 
ously antagonized the construction of 
this cable oy Government 
funds, nnd 
characterized 
it as a subsidy merely 
aud In direct conflict with the estab- 
lished policy of the Democratic party 
with regard to subsidies of all kinds. 
The pnject was supported, 
however, 
by such Democrats 
as Gorman, Call, 
Hill, Morgan and White. 


The Holt Ardent Champion. 


Of the proposed link between this 
country and the Island 
were Senators 
Morgan, Lodge and Hale. 
Mr. Lodge 
denied the statementa 
that the cable 
was for the protection of the commer- 
cial interests of Hawaii. 
He insisted 
that such a cable would be tbe first 
gieat step toward a proper protection 
of the United States in the regions 
lying around 
and beyond our coast. 
Such a cable was, he thought, the first 
great practical movement 
toward the 
maintenance of the tea power of the 
United States. 
During the course of 
deriate, which was at limes very ani- 
mated, he said he wanted the Uuited 
States to reach out and take i's full 
share of the watte places necessary for 
the advancement 
of nations and their 
protection. 
He would not enter into 
tbe acquisition 
of distant postessious 
aier tne fashion 
of England, but he 
would have this country look well to 
all her interests 
ouu-iae-, 
as wen us 
inside, her own borders 
In one of his speeches, Mr. Lodge 
called to tbe attention of Ms Demo- 
cratic colleagues the fact that, with 
the exception 
of Alaska, 
every 
iii our terriioiy had been made 
under a Drmocratic Administration. 
It Was Democratic 
1'ollcy, 
And he believed 
in 
it, and 
hoped 
Dr motrats would coutiuue to follow 
the doIicv of the old leaders. It was 
Jtflemm 
wboa made the Louisiana 
( 
purunate, 
ana to .Democracy 
oo we 
owe Texas and the other extensions 
made 
in 
our southern 
boundary. 
Florida was .ought for and stcured by 
Andrew 
Jackson in the face of oppo- 
sition of the bitterest kind. 
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Senator Hale, 
of Maine, in a short 
speech made during the debate grow- 
ing out of the conference report on the 
diplomatic bill, probably spoke with- 
out intending to outline the policy of 
the Republicans, but no outline could 
have been given with more exactness. 
In tbe course of that speech he used 
the following language: "Just as cer- 
tain as the tides and the sun rise, we 
are to have an immediate, 
close 
the 
most rapid in the" world 
communica- 
tion with the people of Hawaii. 
The 
American people will consent to noth- 
ing else. 
There will be in this matter 
no backward steps. 
If it is not done 
by this Congre-- s 
it will be done by 
the next Congress; and If it shall be 
obstructed 
by the lack of consent in 
another part of tbe Government it will 
only postpone for a brief time the will 
and purpose of tbe American 
people. 
I do not in any way despair of the 
situation. 
Tbe 
discussion 
in 
the 
present Congress has so illumined the 
subject and so brought out the ex- 
pression 
of 
public 
sentiment 
that 
there is but one way out of it, and the 
path is clear as shining light. We are 
not going to give up our communica- 
tion with, our interests in, and, I may 
say, 
our control 
of 
the Hawaiian 
Islands. 
It is only a question 
of 
time."

MINORITY 
BEPORT. 
In a slight degreedifTering from my 
colleagues, I respectfully 
present the 
following as a few remarks 
from the 
minority r 
It having 
been stated 
by the Cen 
tral Health authorities 
that Asiatic 
cholera 
exists in Honolulu, and has 
existed there for a number of weeks, 
and in view of the fact that the exact 
period of quarantine seems somewhat 
uncertain, 
it seems to me in support 
of the minority vote on resolutions 
two and three that the passenger traf- 
fic betweenHonolulu 
and Kauai might 
well be delayed 
for another week, 
aurmg wnicn interval great improve- 
ment is likely 
to be shown in the 
metropolitan situation. 
Personally 
I have no fear of our 
friends forming the company now de- 
sirous of returning to Kauai to under- 
go the balance 
of their quarantine at 
tne Spalding 
beach 
house, and will 
welcome 
them with 
pleasure. 
Fur- 
ther, I would 
be satisfied with any 
quarantine that may be imposed upon 
than 
by the 
Honolulu 
Board 
of 
Health, and would require no more of 
tbem. I submit, 
however, 
that it 
might not be possible 
to treat every 
one in this fashion, aud the coming of 
this party according 
to resolutions 2 
and 3 establishes 
in my view under 
the circumstances 
an 
undesirable 
principle, 
acting 
upon which, 
to be 
consistent, 
we may have to admit all 
sorts and conditions of men. 
Resolution number one has my ap- 
proval, though, the quarantine period 
being uncertain,. the carrying of it out 
may be attended with some risks. We 
have, 
however, 
reached 
that stage 
when these risks have to be faced. 
After a number of weeks embargo the 
people are running short of provisions 
and this shortage might tell adversely 
on the general health of the island 
community. 
To sum un, I am in favor at this 
present moment of opening the Kauai 
door to the least possible extent.

This industry has not been pros- 
perous 
of late years, and was less 
prosperous 
in the last

than for the previous one. 
Counting 
all descriptions of craft, there were 682 
vessels of 132,719 gross tons of

nage constructed in this country in 
the last fiscal year, against 706 of 
121,547 for the previous 
fiscal vear.

In point of carrying capacity,

vessels built Isst year show an in 
crease 
of 11,000 tons, though there 
was a decrease of el in the number 
built 
The total, for the last fiscal 
year includes 283 steamers of 
75,728 
tons, showing an average of less than

tons, showing an

of 143 tons.

vessels were for the coast and inland 
water service.
